The Capitol awaits with bated breath the arrival here late 
this week of Leon M. Donihue and his assembly audit investi- 
gating committee. 

Leon took time out during the holiday season to keep 
quiet. He is smart enough to know that people weary of too 
much of one thing. Through the press they had had enough 
of his disclosures for the time being, so Leon quietly folded 
his tent and disappeared into his bay area district. 

But it seems Donihue is to have a bad break after all for 
the day his committee meets in Sacramento, Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann pays the supreme penalty in New Jersey. If Doni- 
hue gets an inch on the front page of any major California 
daily, he’ll have to have something right hot. 

In spite of the tough news break awaiting Leon and his 
committee, he is bound to do a little splurging. Quietly he has 
had it nosed about that he has some more sensational disclos- 
ures to make. If they are sensational enough the new wires 
will carry his message. 

Another hard luck feature to his coming meeting is that 
Governor Frank F. Merriam will make his ‘‘all important”’ 
announcement late this week, probably a day or two prior to 
the meeting. 

Merriam promised the statement for last week but unfor- 
seen difficulties kept it off of the calendar and it is to come 
later. Friends say, this week. 

The statement, of course, is for political consumption and 
what he thinks Townsendites should do about choosing a party 
and selecting a candidate. 

It has been said by those close to Sheridan Downey, ar- 
dent Townsender and former lieutenant of Upton Sinelair, that 
Merriam’s announcement will be resented by Dr. Townsend. 
Downey does not believe Merriam has talked his plans over 
with the pension plan author, 

If Merriam is acting without consulting Townsend, it is 
the first time he has done such a thing in many moons. Not 
that he consults Townsend whenever he decides on an action 
but he doesn’t act ill-advisedly often. 

The latest move in the Athletic Commission shakeup is the 
resignation of Claire Goodwin, Oakland broker, and the im- 
mediate appointment by Governor Merriam of Edwin Geary, 
Oakland attorney. 

Goodwin’s term would have expired on January 1, 1938, 
but he found that ‘‘pressing business’? forced him to quit. 
Geary’s appointment immediately following definitely indi- 
cated that the move had been framed for some time. 

Goodwin was a Rolph appointee and a close friend of 
John P. Brennan of Oakland, deposed chairman of the Veter- 
ans’ Welfare Board. It was Brennan more than Rolph who 
named Goodwin to the wrestling post. 

The day Goodwin was appointed, the late Governor Rolph 
in answer to a newspaper man’s question if Goodwin had been 
selected, answered, ‘‘Ask Jack Brennan.’’ 

Jack smiled but refused to comment. A short while later 
the appointment was announced. ee 

It is to be remembered that much of the Commission's op- 
position to granting permits and the hurling of favoritism 
charges came from Oakland promoters.

Total Crime In California 
Shows Decrease In 1935 


Total crimes committed in Cal- 
ifornia and reported to the State 
Bureau of Criminal Identificatio 
during 1935. were considerably 


less than the prior year, in fact 
were less than for any of the past 
six years. 

The greatest decrease in any 
one single crime was burglary, 
where 20,877 burglaries were re- 
ported in 1935 as against 23,339 
during 1934. Increases were re- 
ported in the number of assault 
to commit murder cases and in 
pickpocketing. 

Counting only assault, burglary, 
fictitious checks, pickpockets, 
purse snatching, robbery and mis- 
cellaneous. crimes, the total re- 
ported for the six-year period 
ending January 1 was 226,851.

HE best thing to do with pine- 


apple juice is to drink it. 
Everyone is agreed on that. But 
did you know that it can be used 
in making all sorts of dishes, 
from soups to pies, and that the 
results are most delicious? If you 
doubt it, just try the following 
recipes. The first two are for soups 
and the second two for pies, just 
to prove our contention. We know 
that if you try the first, you’ll try 
all the rest. 

Orange and Pineapple Bouillon: 
Mix three tablespoons sugar and 
one tablespoon arrowroot. Add one 
cup water, stirring until smooth. 
Yook until clear and transparent; 
then cool. Add two cups orange 
juice, one-fourth cup lemon juice 
and the contents of a No. 2 can 
pineapple juice, chill thoroughly 
and serve in glass cups or tall 
slender glasses. Serves eight. 

Chilled Fruit Soup: Soften four 
teaspoons gelatin in four table- 
spoons cold water, and dissolve 
with one-third cup sugar in one 
cup canned pineapple juice heated 
to boiling. Add another cup of 
pineapple juice and one and a half 
cups orange juice. Chill, and, as it 
becomes thick, beat with egg beat- 
er occasionally to keep broken up. 
Add the pulp of two oranges, cut 
in small pieces, together with any 
juice from them. Let stand a short 
time longer, and beat again just 
before serving. Serve either in 
scooped out orange shells or in 
tall glass sherbet glasses. Serves 
eight.

Public Citizen

Pineapple Apple Meringue Pie: 

Combine two cups canned pine- 
apple juice, one cup sugar and a 
two-inch stick cinnamon, and boil 
two or three minutes. Pare, core 
and cut four greening apples in 
eighths, add to syrup and cook 
gently until tender but not bro- 
ken. Remove carefully to a plate. 
Smooth together two tablespoons 
flour and two tablespoons water, 
add the hot syrup and continue 
cooking for a few minutes longer 
or until thick and clear. Cool. Lay 
apples evenly over bottom of a 
baked pie shell, and pour over the 


thickened syrup. Cover with me- 
ringue made with three egg whites 
and six tablespoons sugar. Bake at 
300 degrees for fifteen minutes or 
until a delicate brown. Makes one 
large pie.

Pineapple Egg-nog: Put two eggs, 
two tablespoons sugar and the con- 
tents of two 12-ounce cans pine- 
apple juice into a cocktail shaker 
or jar, add cracked ice and shake 
until well mixed and frothy. Serve 
with a sprinkling of nutmeg on 
top. Makes four and a half cups. 


Iced Pineapnle Cocktail: Com- 
bine the contents of a No. 2 can 


pineapple juice, one-half cup honey 
and two cups sweet cider, and 
chill well. Put u green mint cherry 
in each tall slim glass, fill glasses 
with crushed ice and pour in cock- 
tail. Top with a sprig of fresh 
mint. Makes eight to ten glasses. 

Pineapple Cream Sherbet: Soft- 
en three tablespoons gelatin in 
two-thirds cup cold water and dis- 
solve in one quart boiling water. 
Ada six cups sugar, dissolve and 
let mixture cool. Add five cups 
scalded and cooled cream and the 
contents of five No. 2 cans pine- 
apple juice. Freeze. Serves fifty.*

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One has only to recall the legisla- 
tion, mandates and dictum coming 


‘from Washington during the past 


two years to realize to what extent 
the government has entered into the 
daily lives and business of all peo- 
ple. 

And yet—up to this time—the 
people of the United States have 
relied on oflice holders of reputa- 
tion, politicians or military heroes 
to administer the office of President. 
They have never elected a business 
man to run the business of the 
United States. 

In Frank Inox, the Chicago pub- 
lisher, the Republicans of Illinois 


who have unanimously made him 
their “favorite son” candidate for 
the Republican nomination for 


President of the United States this 
year, have sought to fill this aching 
void. They know Knox is a budget 
balancer and a business builder, as 
his continuous success in business 
attests. They know he knows how 
to meet a payroll and has never 
had trouble with his employees, 
union or otherwise. They know 
he practices thrift and that his 
progress in life from a newsboy 
to the head of one of the largest 
metropolitan newspapers in the 
country has been achieved on sav- 


ings, character and ability alone. 

As a result, upon Frank Knox 
has been conferred the title of 
“public citizen.” While never an 
office holder he has, nevertheless, 


been a student of and a contributor 
to government all his life. Backed 
by his newspaper he has helped 
elect good men to office and to de- 
feat bad ones. He has been ‘“‘back- 
stage’ of many public policies, na- 
tional, state and local, for which 
the office holders got all the credit. 
Always on the _ progressive and 
liberal side of any issue, he has 
fought hard for fairness and equal- 
ity for the farmer, for labor, for 
racial and religious groups suffer- 
ing from discrimination, and for 
individuals who stood for good prin- 


ciples with clean hands. 

Knox was a child of depression. 
He came to manhood in depression. 
He learned in other depressions of 
lesser magnitude a few funda- 
mentals of success; pay your debts; 
never spend more than you can 
earn; don’t make promises you 
can't keep and keep the promises 
you make. 

He was born in Boston in 1874 
when his country was doing a bad 
job recovering from the panic of 
1873. His parents, sound Scotch- 
English folks, like their forebears, 
when confronted with an insur- 
mountable obstacle, moved to Grand 
Rapids, Mich., when Frank was six 
years of age. At 11 years of age 
Knox was delivering newspapers 
for $3.75 a week. ‘This was not 
enough to help the family. At 15 
years of age he quit school to 
go to work and soon became a 
traveling salesman at $15 a week. 
The depression of 1893 cost him 
his job. At the urging of friends, 


including his pastor, he went to 
Alma College, Alma, Mich., and 


worked his way through doing any 
job that came to hand. There he 
met his future wife, Annie Reid. 

Two months before graduation 
the Spanish-American war broke 
out. Knox enlisted as a private and 
took twenty of his college mates 
into the army with him. While 
on leave attending the funeral of 
a relative, the Michigan regiment 
was filled up and Knox arrived in 
Tampa, Fla., in uniform but with- 
out definite assignment to any out- 
fit. There he met Lieut. David M. 
Goodrich, former Harvard oarsman, 
who introduced him to Theodore 
Roosevelt. The colonel looked him 
over carefully, asked him if he 
would care to join the Rough 
Riders and personally administered 
the oath of a soldier to Knox. 

Trooper Knox returned to Grand 
Rapids to find himself face to face 
with the newspaper business. Dur- 
ing his absence, many of his let- 
ters to his mother, setting forth 
the lighter side of the Cuban cam- 
paign, had been published in the 
local newspapers. 

“You have a nose for news. T’ll 
put you on at $10 a week,” said one 
of the editors. 

Thus Frank Knox found the pro- 
fession which was to be his life 
work. On his meager salary, he 
married Annie Reid, “the girl he 
left behind him” when he marched 
off to war. In three years he be- 
eame city editor. and circulation 
manager of the paper. Then, with 
$500 as capital, another thousand 
of borrowed money. and a partner, 


John A. Muehling, with a like 
amount, he bought the Saalt Ste. 
Marie, Mich., News. P, 

In ten years on that job Knox 
“eleaned’ up one of the toughest 
towns in the country, helped nom- 
inate and elect Chose Osborn, one 


of the first of the old progressive 


Republicans, as governor of Mich- 
igan, and himself became chairman 


of the Republican state committee. 


In 1912 Frank Knox supported his 
old commander, Col. 
Roosevelt, for President. At the 
conclusion of that campaign he sold 
his Michigan paper at a handsome

profit and, prompted by the urging } 


of Gov. Robert Bass, another pro- 
gressive governor, with his old part- 
ner Muehling he bought the Man- 
chester, N. H., Leader. This 


combined with another local paper, | 


and, together, they still own and 
operate the Union-Leader, two 
the progressive newspapers of New 
England, 

Always constructive, always look- 
ing for some way in which to make 
things better, Publisher Knox be 
came aware of the difficulties in 
which agriculture and industry 
were finding themselves in the New 
England states. It was his idea 
that, to protect their interests, these 
states should act as a unit and to 
that end he took a leading part in 
forming the New England Council, 
one of the country’s outstanding 
examples of co-operation by, a large 
group. It has survived economic 
stress and successfully fought off 
dictatorship from Washington. 

Over-age for the draft, able to 
command influence if he wanted 
an officer’s commission or a softer 
berth, Frank Knox enlisted as a 
“buck private” in the New Hamp- 
shire militia in 1917 when the 
United States became involved in 
the World War. No militarist, but 
a profound patriot when his coun- 
try needed men, Knox, qualified by 
his previous service in Cuba, quick- 
ly found himself in an _ officer’s 
training camp over his protest. He 
served throughout the war with the 
artillery train of the 78th division, 
participating in the St. Mihiel and 
Argonne campaigns. He came home 
this time with his hearing slightly 
impaired, although it was believed 
for weeks that an unexpected dis- 
charge of artillery had deafened 
him for life. The first day home he 
reported for work in a long-tailed 
coat, all he had saved from his 
“civvies” before going to war a sec- 
ond time. 

Knox’s success in New Hampshire 
attracted the attention of Publisher 


William Randolph Hearst. When 
invited by Mr. Hearst to take 


charge of his Buston papers, Knox, 
who was in no sense a candidate 
for the job, fixed what he regard- 
ed as a prohibitive price on his 
services. To his astonishment, Mr. 
Hearst agreed and Knox ran the 
papers for a year with such success 
that he was tendered the general 
managership of the entire Hearst 
chain of papers. In that job Knox 
applied the same general rules of 
budget balancing and editorial in- 
tegrity which he had followed all 


he | 


his life. 

Once again, Knox found himself 
traveling the length and breadth of 
the land, acquiring and applying a 
knowledge of local affairs, section- 
al interests and meeting the leading 
business men, statesmen and politi- 
cians everywhere. When he retired 
from this post in 1928 he expected 
to settle down in Manchester with 
his wife in a new home especially

But Knox found he 
was not the kind of a man who can 
retire until the last horn is blown. 

In 1929 Walter A. Strong, publish- 
er of The Chicago Daily News, sud- 
denly died. The newspaper was an 
institution in the city of Chicago, 
devoted to the public service, inde- 
pendent, read and believed in by 
the citizens of that city. 

Knox, without enough money of 
his own to buy such an expensive 
property, came into the picture 
with Theodore T. Ellis, a successful 
manufacturer of accessories. 
It was sold to them after the execu- 
tors and directors had canvassed 
the country for a man of character 
eligible to conduct a newspaper on 
the high standards it had acquired. 
The principal editors and publish- 
ers of the country individually as- 
sured all inquirers that in Knox the 
right man for the job had been 
found. 

Knox has run The Chicago Daily 
News on the same principles that 
made him successful at the Soo and 
in Manchester. He has stood man- 
fully behind the forces of law and 
order which have brought the under- 
world in Chicago to its knees—the 
same old fight he fought at Sault 
Ste. Marie in his earlier days. His 
campaign for a new political con- 
science, in which courage and com- 
mon honesty stand out as its chief 
characteristics, is showing results. 
He has improved the financial posi- 
tion of his newspaper, retiring in 
the first four years, over $4,000,000 
in bonds and preferred stock. This, 
too, is a threw ack on his life-long 
ability to balance budgets, save 
money and, at the same time, give 
quality service. 

He has continuously fought the 
“New Deal” as contrary to some of 
the things he found to be funda- 
‘mental American principles: You 
pay your debts; you don’t spend 
more than you earn; you make no 
promises you cannot keep; you keep 
the promises you make, and you 
tell the truth unsparingly about 
things as they are.
